Ho tramped miles 
through their former haunts, but did not 
eee a squirrel or a thing that Squirrel! 
would cut except spruce cones, which 
were fairly plentiful. 


He did discover, however, that the 


woods were full of cats'that were as wild 
as hawks. They were great, black. Rav- 
age brutes that had eoco-ped from civili- 
zation and seemed to be thriving well 
'without any aid from man. 


Upon further Investigation he learned 


that the whole region around Palmer's 
camps, near the gulf,1 was ulSve willi 
cats, aud that they no,t only had killed 
all the squirrels but also hud extermin- 
ated tile birds. When caught In traps or 
carnered the cats fought wiviiudj*. 


To these cat?, the professor said, t 


region would owe, some day, tbe rcstoi- 
ation of its spruce forest.-'.
